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Some property in Alameda 
County is assessed as low as one 
per cent, according to a Grand 
Jury report released last week. 

These findings support the con- 
tention of newly-elected Senator 
Nicholis Petris, co-author of As- 
sembly Bill 80, 

Petris came under fire during 
the recent pre-election campaign 
because he had insisted that the 
new law would not raise home- 
owners’ taxes if sufficient under- 
assessed property were discov- 
ered and properly assessed. It 
was generally believed the law 
would raise homeowner taxes. 

One section of the controver- 
sial AB80, the so-called assessor 
reform bill, provided that all 
property shall be assessed at 25 
per cent of its market value by 
1970. Alameda County supervi- 
sors have voted that property in 
this county be assessed at the 25 
per cent ratio for 1967. Resi- 
denial property in the county is 
now assessed at 21.6 per cent and 
commercial property is assessed 
at 28 per cent. 

Alameda County Mayors have 
asked that more appraisers be 


added to the staff of the asses- 
sor’s office reappraise com- 
mercial property as quickly as 
possible. If inequities caused by 
land referred to by the Grand 
Jury are corrected plus a reap- 
praisal program, it is believed 
AB 80 may not cause homeowner 
taxes to rise. 

In its report the Grand Jury 
recommended additional apprais- 
ers to correct irregularities in the 
assessment roll; reappraisal of all 
real property every three years; 
immediate start of re-evaluation 
of the taxable possessor interests 
in all categories of assessed valu- 
ation and an immediate compre- 
hensive survey of rural land and 
reappraisal where applicable,
